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Board of Regents' plan cuts 'low completion' degrees

Making do with less is what 
the future looks like for higher 
education in Louisiana, according 
to the Board of Regents. The 
board, which coordinates 
Louisiana's higher education 
system, recently proposed its 
Master Plan for Higher 
Education. 

The Board of Regents is 
asking each institution to evaluate 
its programs. The board 
recommends this review "for the 
purpose of scaling down the 
number of less productive 
programs offered at each 
campus." This academic review 
will be similar to the one done in 
1990, but will cut more due lo 
fiscal restrictions. 

The board's draft of the Master 
Plan calls for the review of 
programs that they designate as 
low completer programs. 
According to the board, those 
programs subject to review have 
averaged fewer than eight 
graduates per year over the past 
five years, 

"In terms of programs that 
have low enrollments or low 
graduation, we Ye going to have to 
take a look at those. And from 
their point of view, at least at this 


stage, they would eliminate those 
majors," said Chancellor John 
Darling, 

"That does not mean we will 
not have those programs," 
Darling said. "WeVe got some

programs that can come in a 
broader context of program areas 
and the emphasis options within 
those programs," 

In Louisiana, approximately 
SO percent of all academic 
programs will be examined, the 


board said. At LSUS, almost 70 
percent of all programs are 
subject lo elimination because of 
the low number of graduates in 
those programs. Active degree 
programs such as Spanish, 
physics, mathematics and 
economics are among those that 
could be cut 

1 think what the Regents are 
really saying, 'either take a look at 
your low-performing programs;' 
and they’re saying that not just of 
us, but of every other university 
in the state; 'and if you can't fmd 
some way of bringing them under 
a broader type program, then you 
may run the risk of being forced 
to eliminate those programs/" 
Darling said. 

The Board of Regents, in an 
effort to get public reaction on the 
proposed document before the 
final adoption, held a public 
hearing at LSUS on Sept. 20. 

"Because the Master Plan will 
be used to guide the state's 
universities into the 21st century, 
the regents feel it is important to 
get the public's reaction to the 
draft," said Dr. Sammie Cosper, 
commissioner Of higher 
education. 

About 150 people from North 
Louisiana attended the two-hour 
hearing. Several people spoke 
directly to the board asking for 


Student arrested in incident at dorm

An argument between two 
LSUS students led to an arrest at 
the University Court Apartments 
on Sept, 22. 

Shreveport Police officers 
charged Jeff Skelton, 20, with 
aggravated battery when they 
responded to a call that evening 
by his former roommate, 
Jonathan Githers, 19, 

The police report said that 
Githers was cut on the right arm 
by Skelton, who had returned to 
the apartment that evening. It is 
unclear what object was used to 
cut Githers and the reasons for 


the argument will remain 
confidential until a court hearing. 
Officers found Skelton in another 
apartment and arrested him. 
Other residents were not 
disturbed and according to Lori 
Harleson, general manager of the 
University Court Apartments and 
director of student housing, this 
is the only disturbance that has 
occurred since the apartments 
opened Aug. 15, 

"It wasn't really a stabbing 
but an argument that got out of 
hand," Harleson said. 

Both men are still residents at 
the apartments at 8445 Youree 
Drive. 


Dr. Gloria Raines, vice 
chancellor of student affairs, said 
that university disciplinary action 
is not discussed publicly. 

"University Court Apartments 
are pan of the LSUS campus and 
any disciplinary problems will be 
handled by the university by its 
regular procedures," Raines 
said. 

Campus police patrol the 
apartments regularly and 
courtesy officers are on duty to 
monitor the residents and non¬ 
residents as they enter. 

Neither man involved in the 
incident was available for 
comment. 


support for their schools and their 
programs. This was not a 
decision-making meeting, but 
simply a chance for the public to 
voice their opinion to the Board 
of Regents. 

Chancellor Darling feels 
obligated to students here to 
provide programs and courses 
that are in demand by the students 
in this area 

"I think we have that 
obligation and we can certainly 
argue that case to the regents," 
Darling said. "You can argue for 
keeping the programs, or you can 
find a different way of grouping 


the programs so that they don't 
show lower enrollment or 
completion." 

SGA President Vincent 
Mangum, who attended the 
meeting, said he encourages 
students to become more involved 
with what is happening, "When 
you become aware of the 
problems, you become aware of 
the solutions," Mangum said. 

Students, faculty and residents 
can voice their opinions to the 
regents' office at (504) 342-4253. 
Copies of the Master Plan are 
available in public libraries.

Have you ever wondered about 
the people who issue those traffic 
tickets that keep appearing 
mysteriously on your car? Not 
only is the campus police force 
staffed by regular duly officers, 
there are also four student officers 
working at LSUS, 

"Faculty, staff and students 
need to know we are here to 
help/ said Chief Ron Parker. 
This is why he said he institutes 
an opermjoor policy in his office, 
Parker said he and his officers 
will try to resolve any problems 
that are presented to them by the 


students. 

Kevin Thomas, Stacy 
Simpson, Eric Wilkes and Tim 
Rinford have all been trained to 
carry on duties such as patrolling 
the buildings, controlling traffic 
after classes and writing tickets. 
After learning their basic duties, 
the student officers are armed 
with a police radio and a ticket 
book as they gq about the 
business of ensuring our safety. 

All of the student officers are 
full-time LSUS students. They 
are paid minimum wage (like all 
student workers) and they work 
about 20 hours each week. The 
funding for their pay and the basic 


expenses of running the force 
comes from the business affairs 
budget and, in particular, the 
money collected from the sale of 
parking decals. 

The goal of the campus police 
is to provide "good service and 
courtesy to the students/ said 
Parker. In fact, the student 
officers am instructed that if there 
is a question about writing a 
ticket, they should not write that 
ticket. 

The student officers patrol alt 
of the academic buildings, the 
University Center, the library and 
the parking lots. They are also on 
duty during athletic events.

Kurt Pickett, a community activist, cites his reason 
for running: "I fed it's rime for the gay community to 
have representation at a government level, at any level/ 

Some programs he would like to see implemented 
would include gay and lesbian sensitivity training for fac¬ 
ulty and a student advisory committee to monitor hate 


crimes and rape on campus, since he feels the two are 
tied together and motivated by the same thing. 

"Pat Schroeder of the National Organization of 
Women agrees with me (on the hate e rim e/rape tie-in)," 
Pickett said. 

The other students vying for senate scats are Talilha 
Bialecki, John Braud, Frederick "Scott" Straub, Mark 
Tatum, Jeannie Griffard, Dan Letoumeau, Angel Poole, 
Kenny White, Rosalind Fields, Brent Durham, Shamika

"We've got a lot of really good candidates. I'm happy 
with the turn-out," said Marilyn Durham, SGA vice pres¬

On Thursday, Sept. 23, 
Chancellor John Darling left for a 
three-week trip to Finland in 
order to teach a university course, 
address management institutes, 
and negotiate a faculty/student 
exchange program. 

The Helsinki School of 
Economics, where Darling served 
as a visiting professor during 
1974-75, invited the chancellor to 
be a "distinguished visiting 
professor" in order to teach a two- 
week cross-cultural management 
course. Since the course, usually 
a semester long, is compressed, 
he will be teaching a class of 
approximately 40 to 50 students 
for four hours a day, five days a 
week. The Finnish school is 
paying for Darling's travel and 
living accommodations, as well 
as giving him a small stipend. 

For the first week in Finland, 
Darling will be speaking at 
management institutes of four 
schools: Tampere University of 
Technology, the University of 
Jyvaskyla, the University of Oulu 
and the Turku School of 
Economics. 

Darling says the primary 
ptupose of his trip is to discuss a 
faculty/student exchange program 
with the rectors (presidents of the 
schools.) 

As a result of Darling's trip to 
Finland two years ago, last year 
LSUS had a visiting professor of 
mathematics. Dr. Lassg 
Vehmanen. 

Darling said he would be 
interested in furthering this 
exchange with other foreign 
teachers who would fit into 
LSUS' programs. 


"We’ve got agreements with 
Taiwan and South Korea and 
Japan as a result of my trip last 
fall. Russia, and now, in 
particular, Finland/ Darling said. 

The programs would not be 
limited to teachers. 

"When 1 get back, I would like 
to sit down with any student who 
would be interested in studying 
abroad for a semester, or a year/ 
Darling said. 

Having Finnish students attend 
LSUS is also a distinct 
possibility. Since there is no 
tuition in Finland and LSUS does 
not have the power to waive a 
student’s tuition here, an 
exchange could possibly mean the 
American student would pay his 
tuition here and pay his room and 
board in Finland. The Finnish 
student would then only have 
room and board to pay upon 
arrival to the United States. 

The Turku School of 
Economics leaches many classes 
in English, but the Universities of 
Jyvaskyla and Oulu teach all 
riieir classes in Finnish, making it 
more difficult for an American 
student to attend those schools. 

The exchange programs could 
be in place as soon as the coming 
spring. In the meantime, the 
College of Business 
Administration offers an annual 
management institute for students 
and business executives coming 
from Finland. 

"What we’re trying to do here 
at LSU in Shreveport is to nurture 
these agreements and bring them 
to the surface to provide 
opportunities for our university to 
have an international flavor/ 
Darling said.

Administration should 
release hearing records 

Last week's issue of the Almagest told you about mismanagement of 
Student Government Association Book Exchange funds. Disciplinary 
action was taken against two students. 

Who are the students and what action was taken? We can't tell you 
without records or results from the disciplinary hearing. All we can tell 
you is exactly what the administration wants known - funds were 
'’mismanaged." 

The Book Exchange fund contained money from the sale of students' 
books, plus a handling charge. The proceeds of the handling charge were 
designated to go to the library and the short-term student Joan fund ~ 
neither of which has received any money in the last year. Where is the 
money? Maybe the answer to that question lies in the disciplinary hearing 
records. 

The Almagest has repeatedly requested copies of the disciplinary 
records and the results of the hearing, but was denied this information 
because the administration cloaked itself in the Buckley amendment This 
amendment protects students from the indiscriminate release of 
educational records. Therefore if these students had been suspended from 
school because they had poor grades, they would be protected from having 
their names released. 

A recent Georgia Supreme Court decision cleared up the Buckley 
amendment. In Red & Black Publishing Company v. Board of Regents, 
the court ruled that these records had nothing to do with the education or 
academic-based records that Congress intended to protect with the 
Buckley amendment 

In the Book Exchange case, these two students were disciplined 
because of mismanagement of funds, not academic perfonnance. To have 
had access to SGA funds, they would have had to have been SGA 
officials, elected by the student body. As such, they should have to face 
their constituents when they do wrong. Any official accused of 
wrongdoing has to face the public, just ask Kay Bailey Hutchison. There's 
no one in Texas keeping her case under wraps. 

The disciplinary hearing records aren't excluded under the Louisiana 
Public Records Law. This law requires disclosure unless there is a specific 
exemption. 

So where does this leave us? The administration is still denying us 
access to the hearing records, protecting two people who mismanaged 
student money. This willingness to protea them doesn't reflect well on the 
administration. What other crimes have been committed and what else 
don't we know? 

The administration has put itself in the position of protecting two 
people who mismanaged student funds, and then denying the press access 
to hearing records that should be public records. The money taken was not 
university funds, but money that was supposed to go to students who 
trusted the SGA to sell their books. 

We encourage the administration to open the hearing records and let 
die student body know what happened behind closed doors. It's time to let 
the sunshine in.

What happens on a cop's 
worst day? He loses more than 
he makes in a year betting 
against the Mets, He gets spotted 
trying to sneak a bag of cocaine 
from a crime scene.

investigation, 
he encounters a nun who has 
been raped and forgives her 
attackers. He cannot 
comprehend her unwillingness to 
seek vengeance and, 
consequently, her risking 
physical suffering when such a 
risk could be eliminated. In his 
quest to constantly feed his 
physical appetites, he has 
forgotten the rewards of an 
idealistic lifestyle in which 
mental concepts (such as faith) 
can be more satisfying as 
guidelines of behavior than 
physical pleasure and pain. 


Too late, he tries to change. 
Keital's character is and was 
nothing but a hollow shell. His 
life had no value except the 
temporary physical pleasures he 
felt at his own expense. He gains 
redemption by going against so 
much that the world taught him 
and regaining the faith of his 
youth, forgiving the rapists and 
helping them to start new lives in 
a better environment. 

Abel Ferrara's methodical 
presentation accentuates the 
stale, eroding nature of Keital's 
characters life, Keital gives his 
best performance since "The Last 
Temptation of Christ/ another 
inspirational movie only for 
those who are open-minded 
enough to find a positive 
message by ignoring those 
zealots who would condemn it as 
blasphemy. 

Director Abel Ferrara ("King 
of New York") depicted this 
cop's nihilistic lifestyle too well. 
The film received an NC-S7 
rating, guaranteeing it a very 
limited theatrical release. 
Without a doubt, Ferrara knew 
that those who need to hear this 
movie's message would be 
attracted to its reputation as a 
film which exhibits hedonism at 
its best.
